Despite  much  resistance  against  the  establishment  of 
black  greek  organization,  seven  brave,  young  men  were 
undaunted  in  spirit  and  belief  to  form  the  first  black  frater- 
nity in  history.  As  a  result  of  their  perserverance,  these 
seven,  high  spirited,  young  men  founded  Alpha  Phi  Alpha 
on  December  4,  1906  at  Cornell  University  in  Ithaca,  New 
York. 

The  local  chapter  of  Alpha  Phi  Alpha  is  called  the 
Rho  Xi.  The  founding  of  this  chapter  has  many  parellels 
to  the  national  founding.  Rho  Xi  was  the  first  black  frater- 
nity at  Saint  Leo  University  and  it  too  was  founded  in  or- 
der to  enhance  the  brotherhood  of  black  males  on  a  pre- 
dominantly white  campus.
